Remarks 

The Examiner has alleged that the claims do not satisfy the unity of 
invention requirement and required election of one the following eleven groups of claims: 
Group I: Claims 1-4, drawn to method of replacing gas detecting fuel 
cartridge; 

Group H: Claims 5-8, drawn to method of replacing gas detecting 

output voltage and supplying fiiel from fuel cartridge; 
Group ni: Claims 9-12, drawn to method of replacing gas detecting 

output voltage and supplying fiiel from fuel tank; 
Group IV: Claims 13-20, drawn to method of replacing gas turn on 

switch and supplying fuel from fiiel cartridge; 
Group V: Claims 21-28, drawn to method of replacing gas turn on 

switch and supplying fuel from fiiel tank; 
Group VI: Claims 29-34, drawn to fuel cell system with sensor; 
Group Vn: Claims 35-40, drawn to fuel cell system with voltage 

Detector and fuel cartridge; 
Group VM: Claims 41-46, drawn to fuel cell system with voltage detector 

and fuel tank; 

Group IX: Claims 47-53 drawn to device for fiiel cell with switch and 
fuel cartridge and attaching part for fiiel cell; 

Group X: Claims 54-60, drawn to a device comprising switch with 
connecting part for fuel cartridge; and 

Group XI: Claims 61-67, drawn to a device comprising switch and fiiel 
tank. 
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Applicant hereby provisionally elects Group VI, claims 29-34, without 



traverse.
